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STATEMENT 

The procedures and controls utilized by the undersigned agent when correspondence is 
received from the PTO include pulling the clients file from the filing cabinet, noting the 
matter on the file jacket, writing a letter to the client concerning the Office Action, banding the 
Office Action to the file, and placing the banded Office Action and file on my desk in a group of 
files in chronological order according to the response due date.

Ron; 



The lock on the mailbox file cabinet on the left-hand side is broken (won't lock), and I have not received any mail for at least two 
weeks (not even junk mail). Normally, I get some mail every day. I spoke with the people in 101 to see if they were getting mail 
and they said that they have a PO box, and rarely get mail in the file cabinet, but that last week the mailman told them that the 
lock was broken. 

I have had at least one document, that I am aware of, that was returned to the U.S. Patent Office, and a check that was mailed to 
me by a client in California before Memorial Day which I never received. 

I checked with the supervisor at the Post Office this afternoon to see if they may be holding any mail for me, which they were not, 
but they said they would check with the mail carrier to see what is going on. 

I think that the mailman has been, and still is, simply returning my mail to the senders because he cannot leave the mail in an 
unsecured box.
